The outcome of the long chase should 
be settled before many days. 


They Prefer to Do It 


Edmonton taxpayers set a new record 
during the first half of this month in the 
prepayment of the tax bills they have not 
yet received. The total on Wednesday was 
$1,222,114.13, with more cheques probab- 
ly still due to arrive because of delayed 
mails. This sum is nearly $16,000 more 
than the previous high mark of 1941; re- 
presenting a good many small payments, 
and these have been a conspicuous feature 
in this year's receipts. 

In view of the general employment con- 
dition this gain in prepayments is not un- 
expected. But the “times” do not seem to 
govern prepayment totals. With the ex- 
ception of last year, when times were rela- 
tively good, the total has been larger each 
year than it was the year before, ever since 
the prepayment system was started in 
1938. And not all these have been “good” 
years in the sense that conditions were 
better each year than in the year pre- 
ceding. 

The quite obvious fact is that prepay- 
ing taxes is growing more popular as time 
passes. The proportion of small payments 
has increased substantially, showing that 
more and more taxpayers are finding it 
desirable to pay in advance. The financial 
inducement cannot altogether account for 
this, for the saving works out at only 
about 2 per cent. Perhaps the main in- 
ducement to the average taxpayer is the 
Satisfaction of “getting it over with” early 
ahd being free of tax worries for the rest 
of the year. 

In any case, there is no longer room to 
doubt that the prepayment system has 
come to stay. If it were proposed to 
abanuon it now, there would be a lively 
protest from the taxpayers. For, “believe 
it or not,” a large and steadily growing 
number of these do like to pay in advance.
